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CONSTITUTION 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories 
in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  state  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose 
to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  follow- 
ing plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  knowledge  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their 
agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the 
whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  teaching  of  the  New 
Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and 
pastors  and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those 
which  adhere  to  the  "Baptist  Faith  and  Message",  adopted  in  1963,  and  those  which  coop- 
erate with  the  Association,  the  NC  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may 
receive  churches  into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and 
Bylaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered 
for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or; 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or; 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions 
Committee  of  the  Association,  or; 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief 
in  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit 
a  written  request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare 
of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to  continue, 
through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be 
confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  churches  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that 
departs  from  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion with  the  Association.  If  any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association, 
or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational 
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and  denominational  missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  mutual  care  committee  shall 
determine  the  intentions  of  the  church  and  make  an  appropriate  recommendation  to  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks 
notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers. 
One  additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  frac- 
tion thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall 
constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  annu- 
al shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association  is  independent  and 
sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except 
of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Vice  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  offices  shall  be  elected  on  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for 
a  term  of  one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  Nominations  shall  not  preclude  Nominations 
from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association,  with  the  exception  of 
the  clerk,  shall  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Section  1  of  the  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  a  practicable  after  the  clos- 
ing of  the  session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all 
duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Association  year. 
Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Con- 
institution,  the  Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  suc- 
ceed himself  after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DEPARTMENTS  AND  PROGRAMS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions 
and  stewardship  emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Depart- 
ment, the  Discipleship  Training  Support,  the  Women's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the 
Brotherhood  Department,  the  Music  Department,  the  Media  Department,  and  any  other 
such  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  have  a  director:  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training 
Supporter,  WMU  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Media  Center  Director, 
and  any  other  directors  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

c.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Association  shall  nominate  the  directors  of 
each  department  for  election  by  the  General  Board  in  its  second  quarterly  meeting.  Other 
departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  not  later  than  September  1 . 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving 
terms  of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations and  may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
each  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in 
the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  GENERAL  BOARD 

The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Association  officers,  heads  of  department, 
(Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  mem- 
bers chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its 
annual  report  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Association.  The  General 
Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as  limit- 
ed by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  its  Board  to  meet  in  January,  April,  and  July 
and  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  association  at  its  annual  meeting.  Emer- 
gency meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  X  -  THE  ASSOCIATION  COUNCIL 

The  Association  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in 
Article  VI.  Section  1  of  this  Constitution  and  the  directors  of  each  department  as  listed  in 
Article  VI,  Section  5  of  this  constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the 
Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The 
Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such 
matters  to  the  General  Board  or  the  Association.  It  shall  appoint  the  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following 
standing  committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
through  the  following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under 
Section  1  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen 
each  year.  Except  those  committee  members  serving  a  term  of  one  year  or  less,  no  com- 
mittee members  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year 
following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name 
the  chairman  of  all  committees  listed  in  the  constitution  except  for  short  term  special  com- 
mittees. Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  together  with  their 
term  of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordinate  of  superior.  Each  com- 
mittee may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the  Association  as  regularly 
scheduled  or  requested.

(3)  Committee  on  Evangelism  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  3)

Section  2.  ANNUAL  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  serve 
during  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaws  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 

ARTICLE  XII  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 

"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indi- 
rectly in  a  debt  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of 
funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any 
member  churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  com- 
mittee of  the  Association  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XIII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  the  proposed 
change(s)  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  the  vote 
be  taken  upon  the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution. 


Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its 
deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to 
the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place 
and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board, 
and  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

Section  2.  The  vice-moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 
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Section  3.  The  clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least 
a  month  before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual  Meetings  copies 
of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  proceedings  of  the  Association, 
supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file 
copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as 
secretary  of  the  General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  asso- 
ciation; disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as 
designated  in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  dis- 
tribute same  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and 
keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the 
Association  in  the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their 
organization,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music 
Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual 
Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  office  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program 
and  to  all  pastors  at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  ses- 
sion of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption, 
and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  neces- 
sary. 

Section  2.      The  Executive  Committee 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  6  members  with  the  Moderator,  Finance 
Committee  Chairman,  Missions  Development  Committee  Chairman  as  ex  officio  members, 
and  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee.  This 
committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the  General 
Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  expresswish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report 
of  any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  mat- 
ters referred  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency 
matters  concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the 
director  of  missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend 
to  the  association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to 
Bylaw  VII,  Section  one. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention.  All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or 
its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer, 
shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to 
the  Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of 
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the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting.  The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year.  This 
committee  shall  provide  an  auditor's  report  not  later  than  the  April  meeting  of  the  General 
Board. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall, 
when  requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a 
candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  ordi- 
nation to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service 
of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  con- 
tact before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be 
available  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review 
applications  for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communications,  and  cooperation 
among  the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fel- 
lowship problems. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up 
and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the 
Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  per- 
form the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the 
General  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occurring  between  sessions. 
This  committee  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  committees  listed  in  the  constitution  except 
for  short  term  special  committees. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recom- 
mend the  preacher  and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare 
for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  shall  be  composed  of  six  mem- 
bers. This  committee  shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  within  the 
Association  in  accordance  with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension 
Department,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the 
center  and  shall  assist  them  in  it's  promotion.  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name 
the  Chairmen  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  shall  serve  as  the  Director  of  Seminary  Extension  for  the 
Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chair- 
man shall  serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and 
promote  activities  for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each  church  to  elect 
annually  a  youth  to  serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the  promotion 
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of  youth  work  in  each  church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  supervise  the  maintenance  of  the  office  building  property. 

Section  16.  The  Committee  on  Missions  Development,  composed  of  eight  members, 
with  the  WMU  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministry  Director,  and  Moderator 
as  ex  officio  members  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined 
by  the  committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of 
the  work  of  the  association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new 
work.  The  committee  shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian 
Ministry  Director  in  formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mis- 
sion activities.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  over- 
all mission  programs,  activities,  and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to 
all  employed  personnel  of  the  Association. 

a.  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Assoc- 
iation, or  its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of 
Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  prop- 
er methods  of  correction. 

b.  Non-Ministerial  personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  description  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel: 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies 
relating  to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee-asso- 
ciational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding 
pay  schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-minis- 
terial personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of 
non-ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  prop- 
er methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

Section  18.  The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  Endowment  Committee  will  be  com- 
posed of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  with  the  terms  of  two  mem- 
bers expiring  every  two  years.  The  terms  of  office  for  the  original  committee  will  be:  two 
for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years.  The  Committee  on  Committees 
will  nominate  the  members  of  this  committee. 

a.  The  purpose  of  the  committee  will  be  to  encourage  deferred,  outright,  and  memorial 
gifts  to  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  Endowment  Fund. 

b.  The  Committee  will  accomplish  its  purpose  through  an  active  educational  and  solici- 
tation program  which  includes: 

1 .  Encouraging  tithing  of  estates,  outright  and  memorial  gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

2.  Encouraging  bequests  in  Wills  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

3.  Encouraging  the  creation  of  charitable  remainder  trusts,  unitrusts,  annuity  trusts,  and 
charitable  gifts  annuities  in  favor  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

4.  Stimulate  support  through  a  pooled  income  fund  in  favor  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

5.  Naming  of  the  Endowment  Fund  as  beneficiary  of  life  insurance  policies. 

6.  Recommending  ways  and  means  whereby  stocks,  bonds,  real  estate  and  other  prop- 
erty may  be  given  to  the  Endowment  Fund  in  a  manner  most  advantageous  for  the  donor. 

7.  Suggesting  ways  by  which  prospective  donors  may  make  large  gifts  to  the  Endowment 
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Fund  through  an  understanding  of  both  Federal  and  State  tax  laws. 

c.  In  carrying  out  this  program  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  will  be  uti- 
lize as  trustee  to  the  extent  feasible. 

Section  19.  The  Pastoral  Counseling  Center  Committee,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  oversee  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Pastoral  Counseling  Center  of  Concord,  NC. 

The  committee  will  work  directly  with  the  director  of  the  Counseling  Center  to  provide 
counseling  services  for  our  area.  The  committee  will  be  responsible  for: 

1)  Promotion  of  the  counseling  center. 

2)  Preparation  of  the  annual  budget  for  the  center. 

3)  Evaluation  of  the  center  on  an  annual  bases. 

4)  Recommendations  to  other  committees  that  will  lend  support  and  growth  to  the  center. 

5)  Advising  and  consulting  with  the  director  to  maintain  the  operational  policies  and  pro- 
cedures for  the  center. 

6)  Administering  the  Client  Aid  Fund  of  the  center. 

BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the 
approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the 
Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or 
other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association 
under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  on  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual 
Meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until 
the  relationship  is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and  deno- 
mination, cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association  and 
its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words 
in  length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting.

2.  Lynn  Sasser,  moderator,  called  the  session  to  order  at  6:45  PM  and  Darrell  Coble, 
pastor,  welcomed  the  messengers  to  Parkwood  Baptist  Church. 

3.  Lewis  Whittington,  chairman  of  Order  of  Business  Committee  made  a  motion  that 
the  order  of  business  as  printed,  be  adopted  for  the  first  Bi-Annual  Association  Meeting. 
Moderator  asked  for  any  discussion,  motion  carried. 

4.  Randy  Wadford,  Director  of  Missions,  recognized  new  pastors  to  the  association. 
These  are  listed  in  the  report  section  of  the  1996  Annual. 

5.  Robert  Brooks,  Association  Music  Director,  led  in  singing  "We've  a  Story  to  Tell  to 
the  Nations".

Counseling  Center  Committee  Report 

In  the  fall  of  1995,  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  began  a  ministry  of  professional 
Christian  counseling  to  the  members  of  our  community,  especially  churches  in  our  associa- 
tion. It  began  as  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  Counseling  Center,  now  known  at  the 
Counseling  Center  at  Concord. 

Currently,  the  Counseling  Center  is  open  on  Mondays  only,  from  Noon  -  6  PM,  and 
staffed  by  Rev.  Tom  O'Neal  and  Dr.  Laurel  Link.  Mrs.  Kim  Smith  is  their  secretary.  God 
has  so  blessed  this  ministry  beyond  our  initial  vision  of  employing  just  Rev.  O'Neal  at  the 
center.  The  need  for  counseling  appointments  necessitated  adding  a  second  counselor,  Dr. 
Laurel  Link  in  the  spring  of  this  year. 

Since  its  beginning  some  ten  months  ago,  the  center  has  ministered  in  the  following 
ways: 

•  Rev.  O'Neal  and  Dr.  Laurel  Link  have  conducted  224  1-hour  counseling  ses- 
sions. 

•  21  churches  from  the  association  have  referred  people  to  the  center. 

•  All  but  17  of  the  sessions  have  been  with  members  of  CBA  churches.

Evangelism  Committee  Report 

The  Evangelism  Committee  focused  of  three  (3)  efforts  during  1996.  At  our  Bi-Annual 
meeting  in  April,  we  focused  our  efforts  on  the  promotion  of  Promise  Keepers'  Rally  at  the 
Charlotte  Motor  Speedway  in  June.  Our  goal  was  50%  of  our  churches  participating.  Prior 
to  the  rally,  18  churches  stated  they  would  be  sending  men  to  the  rally  as  attendees,  work- 
ers or  both.  From  the  reports  we  have  heard,  God  used  the  Promise  Keepers'  Rally  to  ener- 
gize the  spiritual  lives  of  men  all  across  our  association. 

Following  the  Promise  Keepers'  Rally,  we  began  promoting  the  Billy  Graham  Crusade 
being  held  from  September  26-September  29,  1996  at  Ericson  Stadium  in  Charlotte.  Our 
goal  was  80%  of  our  churches  participating.  As  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  29  of  our 
churches  indicated  planned  participation  on  a  church  wide  bases.  The  Evangelism 
Committee  committed  $1,000  to  the  crusade  effort. 

The  Evangelism  Committee  also  discussed  establishing  an  associational  evangelism  team 
comprised  of  volunteers  from  local  churches.  The  team  would  be  available  to  assist  the 
churches  with  special  evangelistic  efforts.  The  committee  will  continue  working  towards 
establishing  this  team  during  the  1997  church  year. 

During  1997,  the  committee  plans  to  promote  the  evangelism  training  resource,  People 
Sharing  Jesus.  We  ask  that  all  of  our  churches  prayerfully  commit  at  least  one  person  to 
serve  on  an  evangelism  team  and  to  participation  in  People  Sharing  Jesus  during  the  next 
church  year.

"Imitate  Me,  just  as  I  also  imitate  Christ"  (I  Corinthians  11:1)

I  believe  this  principle  not  only  works  in  one  on  one  relationships  but  also  in  relation- 
ships between  churches.  I  hope  that  none  of  us  are  so  proud,  that  we  cannot  learn  from 
each  other.  This  year,  as  Association  Discipleship  Supporter,  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
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talk  with  several  churches  about  what  they  are  doing  in  Discipleship  and  I  have  learned  a 
great  deal  about  how  to  do  discipleship  in  my  own  church. 

This  year,  1  would  like  to  encourage  our  churches  to  learn  from  each  other  different  ways 
to  discipleship.  I  understand  that  every  church  is  different  and  what  works  in  one  church 
may  not  work  in  another,  but  we  can  learn  principles  and  we  can  obtain  some  new  ideas. 
As  we  do,  every  church  involved  will  be  strengthened  and  we  will  have  a  greater  fellowship.

Baptist  College/University  Report 

Since  1834  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges  and  Universities  have  been  privileged  to 
have  many  splendid  presidents.  Two  colleges,  Mars  Hill  and  Chowan,  have  new  presidents. 

Dr.  A.  Max  Lennon  has  been  named  new  president  of  Mars  Hill  College  effective  March 
1,  1996.  Both  he  and  Mrs.  Lennon  (Ruth  Ann)  are  graduates  of  Mars  Hill.  Dr.  Lennon 
earned  a  B.S.  and  a  Ph.D.  at  North  Carolina  State  University.  He  comes  to  Mars  Hill  from 
the  presidency  of  Eastern  Foods,  Inc.  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  He  is  on  the  board  of  directors 
of  numerous  corporations  and  foundations,  among  them  First  Union  and  Duke  Power. 

Dr.  Stanley  G.  Lott  moved  to  North  Carolina  in  July  to  become  president  of  Chowan 
College.  He  comes  from  Louisiana  College,  a  Baptist  school,  where  he  was  vice-president 
for  academic  affairs  for  15  years.  He  and  his  wife  (Johnnye)  were  long-time,  active  mem- 
bers of  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church,  near  Louisiana  College.  An  ordained  Baptist  minister, 
he  has  held  two  pastorates  in  Louisiana.  Dr.  Lott  also  earned  two  doctorates,  one  in  sys- 
tematic theology  from  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  and  the  other  in  higher 
education  administration  from  the  University  of  Georgia. 

We  welcome  Dr.  Lennon  and  Dr.  Lott,  along  with  their  families,  to  Mars  Hill  and 
Chowan  College  and  to  North  Carolina. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  includes  four  residential  campuses,  six 
emergency  care  cottages,  two  homes  for  behaviorally  troubled  girls,  a  maternity  home,  a 
home  for  teenage  mothers  and  their  babies,  therapeutic  camping  and  model  day  care.  More 
than  1,400  children  and  their  families  find  help  in  troubled  times  through  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 
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During  the  past  year  Baptist  Children's  Homes  has  received  almost  $1.5  million  through 
the  Cooperative  Program,  and  $663,000  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Total  church 
gifts  of  almost  $3  million  comprised  26.2  percent  of  BCH  operating  revenue. 

Hundreds  of  children  come  to  Baptist  Children's  Homes  each  year  and  find  the  care  and 
comfort  they  need  to  grow  up  in  a  safe  and  loving  environment. 

Foreign  Mission  Board  Highlights 

As  in  all  past  years,  our  Lord  has  abundantly  blessed  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions 
through  countless  ways.  We  wish  to  thank  all  Southern  Baptist  for  their  roles  which  under- 
gird  the  FMB.  Without  the  concerted,  cooperative  effort  of  all  Southern  Baptist  churches, 
the  work  and  mission  of  the  FMB  would  be  only  a  shadow  of  its  present  position.  The  fol- 
lowing annual  growth  levels  reflect  the  combined  reports  from  all  foreign  mission  points  as 
of  the  start  of  this  year.

The  Sunday  School  Board 
Report  1996 

Each  year  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  reaches  out  to  make  a  difference  in  the  lives 
of  people  and  churches  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  desire  of  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board  is  to  lift  up  God's  Word.  Through  their  resources  and  services  they  assist 
churches  in  reaching  people  for  Christ  and  helping  them  grow  in  their  faith.  They  provide 
tools  that  equip  individuals  for  evangelism,  ministry  and  service.  This  is  accomplished 
through  a  wide  range  of  items  available  including  videos,  books,  monthly  magazines  and 
Sunday  School  materials. 

Renovation  of  existing  Baptist  Book  Stores  and  the  opening  of  new  ones  has  greatly 
increased  the  number  of  people  reached  with  literature  and  other  items. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  Report  for  1996 

The  mission  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  has  been  to  assist  the  Convention 
and  its  institutions  and  agencies  in  generating  endowment  to  enhance  their  permanent 
financial  support.  The  Baptist  Foundation  is  committed  to  assisting  individual  church  mem- 
bers through  creative  stewardship  methods  to  provide  permanent  financial  support. 

As  of  December  31,  1995,  the  Foundation  held  $55,608,452  under  management.  In 
1995  $3,144,471  was  distributed  to  Baptist  work  and  $1,125,383  was  distributed  to  indi- 
viduals for  a  total  distribution  of  $4,269,854. 
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Home  Mission  Board  Annual  Report 


The  Home  Mission  Board  is  a  missionary-sending  agency  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  With  national  offices  in  the  Atlanta,  Georgia  area,  the  HMB's  purpose  is  to 
serve  Southern  Baptists  by  assisting  churches  to  proclaim  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  start 
and  grow  New  Testament  congregations,  and  minster  to  people  in  the  name  of  Christ. 

As  of  December  31,  1995,  there  were  4,857  missions  personnel  serving  in  the  United 
States,  the  Caribbean,  Guam,  American  Samoa,  and  Canada.  The  HMB  also  has  endorsed 
more  than  2,400  chaplains  who  are  serving  in  health  care  agencies,  institutions,  business- 
es, the  military,  and  pastoral-care  roles.  Nearly  2,300  Mission  Service  Corps  volunteers  are 
serving  on  home  mission  fields.  During  the  year  there  were  1,458  church  starts,  the  sec- 
ond highest  number  in  10  years.  Southern  Baptist  churches  baptized  393,811  people  in 
1995,  an  increase  of  nearly  15,000  over  1994. 

Approximately  half  of  the  HMB's  support  comes  from  the  annual  Annie  Armstrong 
Easter  Offering  for  Home  Missions.  In  1995,  gifts  to  the  offering  totaled  $38,908,339,  the 
largest  in  HMB  history.  One  hundred  percent  of  the  offering  goes  to  support  the  work  of 
home  missionaries  in  the  field. 

Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

The  continuing  goal  of  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  is  to  provide  more  and  better  services 
for  Older  Adults.  During  1996  several  developments  have  moved  us  toward  this  goal. 

Several  new  staff  members  have  been  added  to  help  provide  the  kind  of  total  care  which 
residents  need  and  deserve.  Early  in  the  year,  renovation  of  the  Hamilton  Baptist  Home 
was  completed  providing  a  more  attractive  and  comfortable  place  for  residents  in  that  facil- 
ity. 

Rickman  Nursing  Center  in  Asheville  now  has  the  Cecil  and  Gertrue  Young  Solarium 
which  will  provide  room  for  the  small  group  program  for  residents  with  dementia. 

At  Brookridge,  renovated  space  in  the  Assisted  Living  section  was  named  "Stokes 
Court"  and  will  house  the  new  Assisted  Independent  Living  Unit. 

Taylor  House,  in  Albemarle,  now  has  a  new  passenger  van  which  will  help  residents  as 
they  attend  church,  keep  appointments,  go  shopping  and  participate  in  social/recreational 
events. 

Baptist  Retirement  Homes  has  provided  assistance  in  the  planning  for  Cliffwood,  a  new 
continuing  care  retirement  community  being  built  in  Fayettville  and  the  project  is  being  led 
by  two  area  churches. 

The  James  M.  Hayes  Society  has  been  formed  to  recognize  and  thank  those  per- 
sons who  remember  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  in  their  estate  planning.

When  asked  whether  the  nation's 
wrong  direction  could  be  attributed  to  the  lack  of  jobs  and  economic  health  or  a  decline  in 
moral  values  and  family  breakdown,  over  60%  indicated  the  latter.  We,  at  the  Christian 
Action  League,  agree  that  our  state  and  nation  need  a  restoration  of  biblical,  moral  and  fam- 
ily values.  In  1996,  we  were  honored  to  assist  communities  in  their  battles  for  civic  and 
moral  righteousness  and  to  promote  laws  in  the  General  Assembly  that  have  helped  to 
restore  family  values  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina.

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CONSTITUTION 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in  Mecklenburg, 
Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  state  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order 
and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the 
knowledge  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agencies,  their  resources 
and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  teaching  of  the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.        The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors  and 
messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  adhere  to  the  "Baptist 
Faith  and  Message",  adopted  in  1963,  and  those  which  cooperate  with  the  Association,  the  NC  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  churches  into  its 
fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  ByLaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw 
as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or; 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or; 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions  Committee 
of  the  Association,  or; 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in  Southern 
Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  written  request  to 
the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  one  of  the  Biannual  meetings  of  the  Association.  If 
recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church 
shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its 
intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote 
of  the  Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from  Southern 
Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the  Association.  If  any  church  failing 
to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to 
support  worthy  Associational  and  denominational  missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  mutual  care 
committee  shali  determine  the  intentions  of  the  church  and  make  an  appropriate  recommendation  to  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 

Section  1 .  The  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  following  the  fourth  Sunday 
in  April  and  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all 
affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  additional 
messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  no  church  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names 
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of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 
It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own 
affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
Section  1 .        The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and 
Vice  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  offices  shall  be  elected  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October,  for  a  term  of  one  year.  The 
nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6). 
Committee  Nominations  shall  not  preclude  Nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of 
the  Association,  with  the  exception  of  the  clerk,  shall  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Section  I  of  the  Article. 
Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  a  practicable  after  the  closing  of  the  session. 
The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Association  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices 
at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the  Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 
Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after 
serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DEPARTMENTS  AND  PROGRAMS 
Section  1.        The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions  and  stewardship 
emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Discipleship  Training 
Support,  the  Women's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Department,  the  Music  Department,  the 
Media  Department,  and  any  other  such  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  have  a  director:  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Supporter, 
WMU  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Media  Center  Director,  and  any  other  directors  as  may 
be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

c.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Association  shall  nominate  the  directors  of  each  department  for 
election  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  April.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  not  later  than 
September  1 . 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  terms  of  three 
years  each.   The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  *and  may  succeed 
themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October  each  year.  The  expiration  date 
of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  GENERAL  BOARD 
The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Association  officers,  heads  of  department,  (Article  VI,  5a), 
the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members  chosen  by  each  church  from  its 
membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual  report  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the 
Association.  The  General  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except 
as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  its  Board  to  meet  in  January  and  July  and  make  reports 
and  recommendations  to  the  association  at  its  Biannual  meetings.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call 
by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  X  -  THE  ASSOCIATION  COUNCIL 
The  Association  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in  Article  VI, 
Section  1  of  this  Constitution  and  the  directors  of  each  department  as  listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  5  of  this 
constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of 
the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association, 
and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning 
such  matters  to  the  General  Board  or  the  Association.  It  shall  appoint  the  Parliamentarian. 
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ARTICLE  XI  -  COMMITTEES 
Section  1 .  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  committees, 
with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October  through  the  following  Biannual 
meeting  in  October.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  Except  those  committee  members  serving  a  term 
of  one  year  or  less,  no  committee  members  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of 
the  year  following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name  the 
chairman  of  all  committees  listed  in  the  constitution  except  for  short  term  special  committees,  names  of  all 
committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  together  with  their  term  of  office.  All  committees  serve 
equally  with  none  subordinate  of  superior.  Each  committee  may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board 
of  the  Association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested. 

a.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October:

(3)  Committee  on  Evangelism  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  3)

(5)  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  [Inc.]  Endowment  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  18) 

(6)  Pastoral  Counseling  Center  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  19) 

(7)  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  5) 

(8)  Committee  on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6)

(11)  Committee  on  Resolutions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  9)

(13)  Committee  on  Youth  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  14) 

(14)  Committee  on  Associational  Office  Building  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  16) 

(15)  Executive  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  2) 

(16)  Committee  on  Personnel  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  17) 

Section  2.  ANNUAL  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October  to  serve  during  the  Biannual  Meetings. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (ByLaws  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 

ARTICLE  XII  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 
"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt 
without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries 
shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  an  department  or  committee  or 
auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XIII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Biannual  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  the  proposed  change(s)  be  in  writing  30  days  prior 
to  the  Biannual  meeting,  and  the  vote  be  taken  at  the  Biannual  meeting. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution. 
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ByLaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its  deliberative  assemblies. 


BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 

The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Constitution  and 
ByLaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on 
Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board,  and  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio 
member  of  all  committees. 

Section  2.  The  vice-moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  shall 
be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month  before  the 
Association's  Biannual  meeting  in  October,  distribute  at  the  Biannual  meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these 
reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of 
the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the 
Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  association;  disburse  the 
same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget;  render  an 
accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the  Biannual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Association  in  the  work 
of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their  organization,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the 
Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  office  of  the  Association  with  respect 
to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  Biannual  Meetings  of  the 
Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  30  days  before  the 
Biannual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Biannual  Meetings  of  the  Association,  present  the 
printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business 
become  necessary. 

Section  2.         The  Executive  Committee 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  6  members  with  the  Moderator  Finance  Committee  Chairman, 
Missions  Development  Committee  Chairman  as  ex  officio  members,  and  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman, 
or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the  General  Board,  but  at 
no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the  Association  or  the  General  Board.  At 
no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made  without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This 
committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of  any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  meeting.  It  shall 
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administer  all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency 
matters  concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of  missions 
in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  association, 
or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw  VII,  Section  one. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and 
Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer,  shall  study  the 
Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following 
calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget, 
and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  October.  The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the 
same  as  the  calendar  year.  This  committee  shall  provide  an  auditor's  report  not  later  than  the  April  Biannual 
meeting. 

Section  5.         The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall,  when  requested  by 
a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  ordination  to  the  church 
where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service  of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested 
to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact  before  and  nominate 
at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October  of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and 
VII  of  the  Constitution. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to  study  any 
changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review  applications  for 
membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Association.  This  committee  shall 
foster  fellowship,  communications,  and  cooperation  among  the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member 
churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship  problems. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up  and  present  to  the 
Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the  Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  perform  the  duties  as  set 
forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all 
standing  committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  committees 
listed  in  the  constitution  except  for  short  term  special  committees. 

Section  1 1 .       The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  receive 
or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  Biannual  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  shall 
recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon 
or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare  for  and  direct  the 
enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  1 3.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  shall  be  composed  of  six  members.  This  committee 
shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  within  the  Association  in  accordance  with  procedures 
approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect 
the  officers  of  the  center  and  shall  assist  them  in  it's  promotion.  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  name 
the  Chairmen  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Seminary 
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Extension  shall  serve  as  the  Director  of  Seminary  Extension  for  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chairman  shall  serve  as  the 
Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council.  The  committee  shall 
meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and  promote  activities  for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to 
encourage  each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to  serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the 
promotion  of  youth  work  in  each  church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  1 5.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  supervise  the 
maintenance  of  the  office  building  property. 

Section  16.  The  Committee  on  Missions  Development,  composed  of  eight  members,  with  the  WMU 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Church  &  Community  Minister,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio  members  shall  meet 
upon  the  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in 
promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work  of  the  association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new 
churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The  committee  shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions, 
Christian  Ministry  Director  in  formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission 
activities.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs, 
activities,  and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  employed 
personnel  of  the  Association. 

a.  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Association,  or 
its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of  Missions.  This 
committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper  methods  of  correction. 

b.  Non-Ministerial  personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  description  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel: 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies  relating  to  sick 
leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee-associational 
relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  pay 
schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-  ministerial 
personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper  methods 
of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 


Section  18.  The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  Endowment  Committee  will  be  composed  of  six  members, 
each  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  with  the  terms  of  two  members  expiring  every  two  years.  The  terms  of 
office  for  the  original  committee  will  be:  two  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years.  The 
Committee  on  Committees  will  nominate  the  members  of  this  committee. 

a.  The  purpose  of  the  committee  will  be  to  encourage  deferred,  outright,  and  memorial  gifts  to  the 
Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  Endowment  Fund. 

b.  The  Committee  will  accomplish  its  purpose  through  an  active  educational  and  solicitation  program 
which  includes: 

1 .  Encouraging  tithing  of  estates,  outright  and  memorial  gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

2.  Encouraging  bequests  in  Wills  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

3.  Encouraging  the  creation  of  charitable  remainder  trusts,  unit  trusts,  annuity  trusts,  and 
charitable  gifts  annuities  in  favor  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

4.  Stimulate  support  through  a  pooled  income  fund  in  favor  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

5.  Naming  of  the  Endowment  Fund  as  beneficiary  of  life  insurance  policies. 

6.  Recommending  ways  and  means  whereby  stocks,  bonds,  real  estate  and  other  property 
may  be  given  to  the  Endowment  Fund  in  a  manner  most  advantageous  for  the  donor. 

7.  Suggesting  ways  by  which  prospective  donors  may  make  large  gifts  to  the  Endowment 
Fund  through  an  understanding  of  both  Federal  and  State  tax  laws. 
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c.  In  carrying  out  this  program  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  will  be  utilize  as  trustee  to 
the  extent  feasible. 

Section  19.  The  Pastoral  Counseling  Center  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  oversee  and  direct 
the  work  of  the  Pastoral  Counseling  Center  of  Concord,  NC. 

The  committee  will  work  directly  with  the  director  of  the  Counseling  Center  to  provide  counseling  services  for 
our  area.  The  committee  will  be  responsible  for: 

1)  Promotion  of  the  counseling  center. 

2)  Preparation  of  the  annual  budget  for  the  center. 

3)  Evaluation  of  the  center  on  an  annual  bases. 

4)  Recommendations  to  other  committees  that  will  lend  support  and  growth  to  the  center. 

5)  Advising  and  consulting  with  the  director  to  maintain  the  operational  policies  and  procedures  for  the 
center. 

6)  Administering  the  Client  Aid  Fund  of  the  center. 

BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of  the 
Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval  of  the  Association 
or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other  securities 
of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the 
Association  or  its  General  Board. 


BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its'  Biannual  meetings,  or  between  sessions  of 
the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the 
guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and  denomination, 
cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association  and  its  committees  and 
organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words  in  length,  except 
for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  ByLaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Biannual]  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  30  days  prior  to  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote 
of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

Your  Evangelism  Committee  has  gladly  accepted  the  task  to  lead  our  association  to  fulfill  its' 
responsibility  toward  this  worthy  goal  as  we  prepare  for  CELEBRATE  JESUS  2000. 

On  October  18,  we  conducted  our  first  ONE-DAY  WITNESSING  WORKSHOP  to  train  our  people 
to  be  an  effective  witness  for  our  Lord.  Our  goal  is  to  train  at  least  200  of  our  people  who  will  be 
available  to  come  to  your  churches  during  a  revival  or  other  evangelistic  outreach  and  seek  to  win 
the  lost  for  our  Lord.

Missions  Development  Committee 

The  Missions  Development  Committee  was  busy  during  the  year  monitoring  existing  ministries  and  starting  new 
mission  efforts  where  possible. 

New  property  was  purchased  for  The  Baptist  Sharing  House  and  the  First  International  Church 
(previously  Hispanic  Mission,  Iglesia  Bautista  Solo  Christo  Salva).  The  cost  of  the  property  was 
$75,000.  As  of  September  1997,  $26,489.54  has  been  paid  on  the  loan.  With  voluntary  assistance 
the  new  facility  was  renovated  in  late  December  and  was  operational  in  early  January  1997. 

The  Korean  Mission  Church  at  First  Concord  continued  to  progress  during  the  year  under  the 
leadership  of  Reverend  Cho.  Reverend  Cho  goes  to  seminary  while  still  pastoring  his  church. 

Reverend  Cirilo  Sanchez  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  Hispanic  Mission.  Jonas  Perez  has  taken  his  place 
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as  interim  pastor  and  through  the  grace  of  God  has  done  a  great  job  rebuilding  the  membership  of  this 
church.  The  name  has  been  changed  to  The  First  International  Church  to  facilitate  for  the  many 
different  nationalities  that  are  now  involved  with  that  ministry. 

The  Baptist  Men  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  assisted  Reverend  Jere  King  in  building  a  house 
for  his  retirement. 

The  Parkwood  Church  Multihousing  Ministries  under  the  leadership  of  Jonas  Perez  has  continued  to 
grow  by  the  renting  of  an  apartment  for  this  ministry.  Jonas  is  working  with  children  and  adults  in  Bible 
Studies. 

A  team  of  volunteers  participated  in  the  South  Africa  Partnership  in  February  1997.  Some  of  the  team 
assisted  the  local  churches  with  training  in  evangelism  and  preached  revival  type  services  while  others 
helped  in  building  basketball  courts  and  making  repairs  on  some  of  the  buildings. 

In  November  1996  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  assisted  a  team  of  eleven  men  (pastors  and 
laymen)  in  a  two  week  preaching  effort  in  South  India. 

The  Race-Way  Ministry  was  very  effective  in  both  the  fall  and  spring  events. 

The  Global  Children's  Outreach  was  extended  to  10. people  from  Belarus  and  4  people  from  South 
Africa.  This  proved  to  be  a  great  success.  Children  from  other  countries  are  being  considered  for  the 
future. 

The  decision  was  made  for  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  to  form  a  partnership  with  Shiloh  Baptist 
Church  that  is  located  outside  of  Johannesburg,  South  Africa.  Three  groups  of  volunteers  will  be  going 
to  South  Africa  in  February  1998,  and  some  of  the  team  will  be  assisting  Shiloh  Baptist  in  ministries. 

The  Counseling  Center  continues  to  grow.  We  thank  God  for  Doctors  Laurel  Link  and  Tom  O'Neil  for 
their  participation  in  this  worthwhile  ministry. 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  has  recommended  every  church  adopt  a  Southern  Baptist 
Missionary.  Mrs.  Shelby  Mauney  has  been  promoting  this  program  to  the  churches. 

Work  will  be  beginning  soon  to  study  areas  within  Cabarrus  County  where  new  church  starts  will  be 
recommended.  The  Missions  Development  Committee  will  be  asking  pastors  and  lay-people  who  are 
interested  in  this  type  work  to  serve  on  a  committee  to  study  this  subject. 

The  Missions  Development  Committee  covets  your  prayers  as  we  continue  to  encourage  churches  and 
individuals  in  doing  active  mission  work  whether  it  be  local  or  overseas.

I  also 
consulted  with  Parkwood  Children's  Committee  as  they  seek  to  do  a  better  job  in  ministry  in 
all  areas  of  children's  ministry. 

(3)  VBS  Conference  Leaders  from  our  association  spent  time  at  a  state  training  event  in  March 
in  preparation  for  our  own  training  in  early  May. 

(4)  VBS  Training  for  the  association  churches  was  held  at  First  Kannapolis,  in  the  use  of  SBC 
curriculum.  Alternative  curriculum,  "Anytime,  Anywhere"  and  "Adventure  Zone"  was  also 
reviewed. 

(5)  Two  members  of  the  Sunday  School  Leadership  Team  participated  in  a  statewide  training 
event  in  Cary  in  April. 

(6)  Children  and  youth  from  Blackwelder  Park,  Broadus  Memorial,  Coldwater,  Glorieta  and 
Parkwood  participated  in  both  Association  Bible  Drill  and  State  Bible  Drill. 

(7)  Final  event  for  the  year  was  the  Fall  Training  Extravaganza  held  on  September  15,  16  at 
First  Baptist  Concord.  Twenty  eight  churches  in  the  association  participated  as  well  as  thirteen 
other  churches  from  the  surrounding  area.  Although  we  ran  out  of  registration  cards,  we  feel 
confident  in  reporting  a  total  attendance  of  600  for  the  two-night  event.  My  sincere  thanks  to 
many  of  you  who  worked  diligently  to  make  this  an  effective  training  event.

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  has  been  working  on  the  development  of  a  new  organizational  model. 
This  model  attempts  to  broaden  the  participation  of  leadership  within  the  association.  The  model  is  based  on  the 
Scripture  passage  in  Ezekiel  I :  I  -ff.  The  image  is  that  of  a  wheel  within  a  wheel.  Ezekiel  depicted  the  image  moving 
as  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  moved.  "Wherever  the  spirit  would  go,  they  would  go,  without  turning  as  they  went 
{Ezekiel  1:12}." 

The  model  is  based  on  a  group  of  circles  within  each  other.  The  circles  represent  different  levels  of 
participation  in  the  organization.  The  outer  circle  represents  the  seventy  churches  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association.  The  churches  are  serving  together  with  Christ  to  share  the  good  news  with  our  world.  As  the  Spirit 
of  God  moves  in  and  through  our  churches  the  people  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  join  God  at  the  places 
He  is  at  work. 

The  second  level  of  the  model  Is  made  up  of  the  messengers  to  our  General  Board  and  the  Biannual 
Meeting.  It  is  at  these  meetings  that  information  is  shared,  partnerships  among  the  churches  are  made  and  decisions 
are  made  concerning  the  work  of  the  association. 

The  third  level  of  the  model  includes  the  WMU  and  the  Baptist  Men.  These  two  groups  are  involved  in  the 
total  work  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association.  The  men  and  women  of  our  churches  carry  on  the  many  ministries 
of  our  association. 

The  fourth  circle  is  composed  of  the  ministry  teams  of  the  association.  These  ministry  teams  are  the  driving 
force  for  the  ministry  of  the  association.  These  groups  are  involved  in  the  hands  on  work  of  the  different  ministries 
of  our  association.  Our  ministry  teams  are  composed  of  any  where  from  three  persons  and  up  in  number.  It  is  their 
responsibility  to  see  that  the  work  is  done. 

The  fifth  level  of  the  model  is  fashioned  around  five  priorities  of  our  association.  These  priorities  are 
Evangelism  Networks,  Spiritual  Development,  Care-giving  Ministries,  Educational  Link-ups,  and  Mission  Partnerships, 
Our  association  is  looking  toward  the  next  century  with  new  a  vision  and  new  direction.  We  are  attempting  to 
discover  where  God  is  working  in  these  areas.  Then  we  want  to  join  Him  in  His  work.  These  five  areas  or  priorities 
help  to  give  balance  to  our  ministry,  They  will  also  aid  us  in  communicating  better  in  the  service  of  our  Lord. 

The  six  circle  is  collection  of  person  called  the  Associational  Ministry  Council.  This  group  is  made  up  of  the 
Council  Coordinator  from  each  of  the  five  priority  areas  plus  six  other  persons  elected  to  serve  long  side  of  them, 
The  WMU  director  and  the  Baptist  Men  Director  will  also  serve  with  this  group.  It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
group  to  meet  monthly  to  share  information,  made  decisions  concerning  day  to  day  operations  and  to  provide  an 
evaluation  of  the  ministry  of  the  association.  The  Associational  Ministry  Council  will  act  very  much  like  our  Executive 
Committee  does  now.  The  seventh  and  final  level  represents  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Just  as  Christ  should  be  at  the 
center  of  our  individual  lives,  we  should  keep  Him  at  the  center  of  our  associational  organization  structure.  Christ 
must  be  in  control  of  all  that  we  do,  It  is  Christ,  whom  we  serve,  not  ourselves  or  others.  As  you  think  of  this 
model,  keep  in  mind  that  "Jesus  is  Lord"  and  He  must  be  Lord  of  all,  especially  our  association. 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  is  enter  a  new  era  and  a  new  frontier.  We  must  discover  where  God  is 
working  in  the  Postmodern  World  in  which  we  live  and  join  Him  in  ministry  for  the  building  of  His  Kingdom.

At  the  sound  of  a  car  in  his  grandmother's  carport,  Jason  looked  out  the  window,  and  was  shocked  to  see 
his  mother  striding  toward  the  house.  She  was  angry,  and  Jason  shouted,  "Lordy,  it's  momma,"  as  he  ran 
to  the  back  bedroom  to  call  the  police. 

Just  12  years  old,  Jason  had  lived  in  seven  foster  care  homes  and  with  his  grandmother  on  and  off  since 
his  father  died  seven  years  earlier.  His  mother's  addictions  cost  her  custody  of  her  only  son.  For  whatever 
reason,  tonight  she  wanted  him  back.  Out  of  control,  Jason's  mother  broke  open  the  door  and  kicked 
grandmother  to  the  floor.  She  grabbed  her  by  the  hair  and  "slung  me  around  by  the  hair  of  my  head," 
grandmother  says,  remembering. 

Mother  shouted  for  Jason  to  come  out  of  hiding,  and  threatened  to  kill  his  grandmother.  She  grabbed  a 
bottle,  broke  it  and  held  the  jagged  edge  to  grandma's  throat,  shouting  that  she  would  kill  her  if  Jason  didn't 
come  out  of  hiding.  Just  then  Jason's  aunt  arrived  from  a  house  next  door,  and  held  his  mother's  arms  until 
the  police  arrived. 

Six  years  later,  grandmother  beams  with  pride  for  Jason,  who  overcame  that  tragic,  traumatic  start  in  life. 
Jason  garnered  academic,  athletic  and  leadership  honors  in  a  steady  stream  at  Tuscola  High  School  in 
Haywood  County  and  is  starting  college  in  August  1997  as  a  freshman  at  The  Citadel. 

At  four  residential  campuses,  six  emergency  care  cottages,  two  homes  for  behaviorally 
troubled  girls,  a  maternity  home,  a  home  for  teenage  mothers  and  their  babies,  therapeutic 
camping  and  model  day  care,  1 ,398  young  people  found  help  in  troubled  times  last  year. 

During  the  past  year  BCH  received  $1 .5  million  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  and 
$724,000  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Total  church  gifts  of  $3.05  million  comprised 
25  percent  of  the  BCH  budget. 

A  new  video,  "Families  Under  Construction",  is  available  to  promote  the  1997 
Thanksgiving  offering  which  has  a  statewide  goal  of  $750,000,  the  largest  ever.

Gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  have  come  to  us 
above  the  norm.  Thank  you  for  making  it  possible  for  us  to  make  this  year  "The  Best  of  Times"  for  so  many 
North  Carolina  Baptist  older  adults. 

New  Places  -  Cliffwood  Retirement  Community,  Fayetteville  -  Opening  in  early  1 999,  is  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  middle  income  older  adults.  It  will  offer  residents  a  continuum  of  care  ranging  from  Independent  Living 
and  Assisted  Living  options  to  nursing  care. 

Concord  -  Design  work  for  a  new  continuing  care  retirement  community  in  this  area  has  begun  with  ground 
breaking  expected  in  the  spring  of  1998. 
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New  Programs  -  The  Solarium  Programs  for  older  adults  suffering  from  dementia  related  disorders  are  well 
established  in  the  Prince  Nursing  Center  at  Brookridge  Retirement  Community  and  in  the  Rickman  Nursing 
Center.  A  new  home  and  community  based  program  offering  respite  care  to  older  adults  in  the  Asheville  area 
began  this  year.  This  service  provides  safe,  structured,  creative  enrichment  for  seniors  diagnosed  with 
dementia-related  disorders  such  as  Alzheimer's  disease,  and  provides  relief  for  families  giving  in-home  care 
to  these  dear  ones.

Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina 

Christian  Values: 

It  wsthe  pleasure  of  the  Christian  Action  League  to  sponsor  the  Second  Annual  Christian  Heritge  Week  in  North 
Carolina,  March  16-22.  The  League  encouraged  schools,  churches  and  communities  to  redognize, 
commemorate  and  learn  about  the  Christian  heritage  and  history  of  our  nation. 

Lobbied  for  and  promoted  SB  442,  The  American  History  Act.  A  bill  that  would  allow  public  school  teachers  to 
read  or  display  historical  documents  even  though  they  contain  religious  reggerences.  The  bill  passed  the 
legislature  and  is  now  a  law. 

The  League  continued  a  project  in  1997  to  distribute  copies  of  the  Ten  Commandments  throughout  North 
Carolina.  To  date,  over  10,000  copies  of  these  prints  have  been  distributed. 

Promoted  Sancity  of  Human  Life  Sunday. 

According  To  Dr.  James  Kennedy  of  Coral  Ridge  Ministries,  approximately  6  million  crimes  are  committed  in 
the  United  States  annually.  America  spends  $39  billion  a  year  on  police  protection,  $29  billion  on  prisons  and 
$10  billion  on  legal  and  judicial  costs  for  criminal  cases;  drunk  drivers  cost  us  $110  billion  a  year,  and  drug 
abuse  cost  $40  billion.  With  these  alarming  statistics,  the  Christian  Action  League  is  constantly  working  to 
restore  moral  and  biblical  principles  to  our  state  and  nation  through  the  legislataive  process  and  the  public 
education  system;  and  by  assisting  communities  in  our  state  with  local  battles  for  civic  and  moral  righteousness. 

International  Mission  Board  -  SBC 
(Formerly  -  Foreign  Mission  Board) 

Leading  Southern  Baptist  to  be  on  mission  with  God  to  bring  all  the  peoples  of  the  world  to  saving  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  baptisms  overseas  have  exceeded  a  quarter  of  a  million  (283,674  in  1996). 
Membership  stands  at  4,100,923  in  a  record  39,876  churches. 
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Few  of  the  6,322  unreached  people  groups  have  heard  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ  in  their  own  cultural 
context.  But  in  1996,  estimated  baptisms  among  these  least-reached  people  totaled  7,429. 

In  1996,  590  Southern  Baptist  answered  God's  call  to  missions,  bringing  the  total  to  4,167  missionaries  working 
in  127  countries  and  among  336  ethnic  people  groups.  Volunteers  last  year  undergirded  the  ministry  by  a 
record  number  of  15,847. 

A  record  $74,694,000  in  Cooperative  Program  funds  were  given  in  support  of  International  Mission  Board 
missionaries.  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  receipts  reached  a  record  $89,019,719. 

The  International  Prayer  Strategy  Office  reported  a  record  number  of  phone  calls  to  CompassionNet  -  more 
than  1 .3  million.  But  more  can  and  needs  to  be  done. 


North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation 


The  mission  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  since  its  inception  in  1920  has  been  to  assist  the 
Convention  and  its  institutions  and  agencies  in  generating  endowment  to  enhance  their  permanent  financial 
support.  The  uniqueness  of  the  ministries  and  services  provided  by  the  institutions  and  General  Board  staff 
merits  increased  individual  collective  financial  support.  The  Baptist  Foundation  is  committed  to  assisting 
individual  church  members  through  creative  stewardship  methods  to  provide  permanent  financial  undergirding 
of  these  ministries. 

As  of  December  31 ,  1 996,  the  Foundation  held  $60,892,220  under  management.  In  1 996,  $2,600,680  was 
distributed  to  Baptist  work  and  $1 ,259,082  was  distributed  to  individuals  for  a  total  distribution  of  $3,859,762. 

The  income  distributions  for  the  entire  77-year  history  of  the  NC  Baptist  Foundation  totals:  $1 0,932,764  income 
paid  to  individuals  and  $16,059,259  to  Baptist  churches,  institutions  and  mission  causes  for  a  grand  historical 
total  of  $26,992,023. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc. 

Since  opening  its  doors  in  1923,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  has  remained  fully 
committed  to  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  a  ministry  of  healing  as  taught  by  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  this  Christ-like  spirit 
that  has  led  patients  such  as  Helen  Keller  to  write:  "When  I  was  coming  out  from  under  surgery,  they  treated 
me  with  fine  love,  and  I  could  feel  it.  I  have  been  in  places  where  it  didn't  matter  how  many  times  you  pressed 
the  call  button,  you  would  just  lie  there  and  wait,  but  the  nurses  at  Baptist  Hospital  always  came  right  away.  If 
I  ever  have  to  go  back  to  a  hospital,  this  is  where  I  would  come/' 

Baptist  churches  from  all  across  North  Carolina  joined  us  in  mutual  mission  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering. 
This  annual  ingathering  of  love  was  approved  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  in  1924.  In  1996 
the  MDO  amounted  to  $456,497.00.  It  was  used  exclusively  to  help  patients  who  had  little  or  no  health  care 
insurance  or  other  financial  means  to  pay  their  hospital  bills.  From  this  past  year's  offering,  over  $200,000  was 
used  to  assist  members  of  our  Baptist  churches.  May  God  bless  all  those  who  gave  so  generously. 

During  the  year,  the  Chaplains  and  Staff  of  the  Pastoral  Care  Department  provide  worship  services  in  Davis 
Chapel  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday  and  Sunday  for  patients  and  family  members.  The  Pastoral  Care 
Department  staff  supervised  65  students  during  the  year.  They  made  more  than  50,000  ministry  contacts  an 
increase  of  10%  over  the  previous  year.  CareNet,  Inc.  continues  to  grow.  There  are  now  15  counseling  centers 
located  in  strategic  areas  across  the  state.  During  the  year  these  centers  will  provide  over  26,000  hours  of 
counseling. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  -  SBC 

The  Sunday  School  Board  is  a  ministry  agency.  Because  the  ministries  we  can  accomplish  are  limited  to  the 
funds  we  can  generate  through  the  sale  of  our  products  and  services,  we  also  are  a  business  With  a  $266 
million  budget,  our  1,600-plus  employees  produce  180  monthly  and  quarterly  products  and  400-500  books, 
Bibles,  videos,  recordings,  and  church  supplies  each  year.  We  operate  63  Baptist  Book  Stores  and  two  national 
conference  centers. 
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We  sponsor  or  participate  in  hundred  of  conferences,  workshops,  and  events  all  over  the  United  States  and 
around  the  world.  In  the  hectic  pace  of  our  work,  there  is  always  the  danger  of  losing  sight  of  the  people  we 
serve.  So,  I  make  it  a  priority  to  periodically  remind  myself  and  our  employees  that  leading  people  to  accept 
Christ  as  their  Savior  and  grown  in  their  faith  is  the  reason  we  do  what  we  do.

Covenant  for  a  New  Century 

Why  should  Southern  Baptist  continue  mission  in  the  21  st  century?  As  we  embark  upon  a  new  millennium,  this 
is  a  crucial  question.  A  century  ago,  Southern  Baptist  were  entering  one  of  the  most  creative,  transforming  times 
in  our  history  with  1 .2  million  members  in  1 6,091  churches  throughout  1 5  states.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has 
407  missionaries,  few  of  them  fully  funded. 

As  we  near  2000  A.D.,  Southern  Baptist  have  over  41 ,000  churches  in  all  50  states,  Canada,  Guam,  American 
Samoa  and  the  Caribbean.  Our  missionary  force  has  increased  to  almost  5,000. 

This  transformation  has  been  substantial  and  comprehensive  and  we  should  expect  the  same  massive  change 
in  the  next  century.  The  revolution  from  a  sectional,  white,  English-speaking  denomination  to  a  national, 
multiracial,  multiethnic  convention  should  continue  until  every  person  in  this  nation  has  had  the  opportunity  to 
hear  the  gospel.  This  will  be  done  through  diligent  attention  to  evangelization  and  church  planting. 

In  1995,  the  SBC  adopted  a  "Covenant  for  a  New  Century/'  which  includes  a  new  name  and  ministry 
assignment  for  the  agency.  On  June  20  on  this  year,  the  HMB  will  become  the  North  American  Mission  Board, 
consolidating  it  effort  with  the  Radio  and  Television  Commission  and  Brotherhood  Commission.  The  agency 
has  been  assigned  primary  responsibility  for  evangelistic  witness  and  mission  advance  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.

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CONSTITUTION 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and 
Rowan  Counties,  state  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an 
Association  in  conformity  to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  knowledge  and 
spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing 
the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  teaching  of  the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1 .  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors  and  messengers  from 

churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  adhere  to  the  "Baptist  Faith  and  Message",  adopted 
in  1963,  and  those  which  cooperate  with  the  Association,  the  NC  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  churches  into  its 

fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they 
desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

( 1 )  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or; 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or; 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  New  Church  Starts  Team  of  the 
Association,  or; 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in  Southern  Baptist 
faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  written  request  to  the 

Mutual  Care  Ministry  Team  at  least  60  days  before  one  of  the  Biannual  Meetings  of  the  Association.  If 
recommended  unanimously  by  this  ministry  team  and  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall 
agree  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to 
continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care 
Ministry  Team,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association. 
During  this  period,  members  of  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding 
office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from  Southern  Baptist  faith 

and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the  Association.  If  any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual 
letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Biannual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational 
and  denominational  missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  Mutual  Care  Ministry  Team  shall  determine  the  intentions 
of  the  church  and  make  an  appropriate  recommendation  to  the  association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 

Section  1 .  The  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in 

April  and  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated 

churches.

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  additional  messenger  shall 

be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than 
10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the 
annual  shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 
It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs, 
and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of  an  adv  isory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk, 

Treasurer,  and  Vice  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  offices  shall  be  elected  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October,  for  a  term  of  one  year.  The 

nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Enlistment 
Committee  shall  not  preclude  Nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association,  with 
the  exception  of  the  clerk,  shall  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Section  1  of  the  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practical  after  the  closing  of  the  session.  The  newly 

elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of 
the  ensuing  Association  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by 
the  Constitution,  the  Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  serving  two 

successive  terms  of  office. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  COUNCILS  AND  PROGRAMS 
Section  1.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions  and  stewardship  emphasis 

through  the  following  councils:  The  Spiritual  Development  Council,  the  Evangelism  Networks  Council,  the 
Educational  Linkups  Council,  the  Care  Giving  Ministries  Council,  and  the  Mission  Partnership  Council,  and  any 
other  such  councils  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  council  shall  have  a  coordinator:  Spiritual  Development  Coordinator,  Evangelism  Network  Coordinator, 
Educational  Linkups  Coordinator,  Care-Giving  Ministries  Coordinator,  and  Mission  Partnership  Coordinator, 

and  any  other  directors  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

c.  The  Enlistment  Committee  of  the  Association  shall  nominate  the  coordinators  of  each  council  for  election  at  the 
Biannual  meeting  in  April.  Other  team  leaders  shall  be  enlisted  no  later  than  September  1. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  terms  of  three  years 
each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Committee  and  may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall 
be  elected  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October.  The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by 
his  name  in  the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  GENERAL  BOARD 
The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Association  officers,  council  coordinators,  ministry  team 
leaders,  (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members  chosen  by  each 
church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual  report  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees 
to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as 
limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  *sball  be  the  duty  of  its  Board  to  meet  in  January,  and  July  and  make  reports  *and 
recommendations  to  the  association  at  its  Biannual  meetings.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the 
Moderator. 
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ARTICLE  X  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  MINISTRY  COUNCIL 
The  Association  Ministry  Council  shall  be  composed  of  five  associational  ministry  coordinators  and  six 
members  elected  by  the  association.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member.  Time  and  frequency  of 
meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The 
Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
the  churches,  bringing  ail  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the  General  Board  or  the  Association.  It  shall 
appoint  the  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  COMMITTEES  and  MINISTRY  TEAMS 

Section  I .  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  committees,  with 

their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October  through  the  following  Biannual  meeting 
in  October.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one- 
third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  Except  those  committee  members  serving  a  term  of  one  year  or  less,  no 
committee  members  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year  following  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  service.  The  Enlistment  Committee  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  committees  and  Team  leaders  of 
all  Ministry  Teams  listed  in  the  constitution  except  for  short  term  special  committees.  Names  of  all  committee 
members  and  all  Ministry  Teams  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  together  with  their  term  of  office.  All  committees  and 
Ministry  Teams  serve  equally  with  none  subordinate  or  superior.  Each  committee  and  Ministry  Team  may  report  to 
the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the  Association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested.

ARTICLE  XII  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 
"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt  without 
securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made 
to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  a  council  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  council  or 
committee  of  the  Association  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XIII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote 
of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  the  proposed  *change(s)  be  in  writing  30  days  prior  to  the 
Biannual  meeting,  and  the  vote  be  taken  at  the  Biannual  meeting. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  Committee. 

Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its  deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Constitution  and 

Bylaws.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  and  Ministry 
Councils. 
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annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and 
also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  General  Board  and  Associalional  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  work  closely  with  the  Financial  Secretary  in  the  handling  of  all  the  funds 

in  the  name  of  the  association.  The  Treasurer  along  with  the  Financial  Secretary  will  render  accurate  reports 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the  Biannual  meetings,  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
General  Board,  and  keep  the  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  Ministry  Team  Coordinators  (Article  VII,  Section  I)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  association  in  the 

work  of  their  ministry  teams  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

Section  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  office  of  the  Association  with  respect  to 

all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES  AND  ASSOCIATIONAL  MINISTRY 
COUNCIL 

Section  1 .  The  Associational  Ministry  Council 

(1)  This  council  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  members. 

This  council  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the  General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall 
any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the  Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall 
decisions  of  major  importance  be  made  without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  council  shall  make  a 
complete  report  of  any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters  referred 
to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters  concerning  business 
management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  administration  of  an 
effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  The  Associational  Ministry  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of  the 
Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its 
General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

(3)  When  without  an  Associational  Missionary,  this  council  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  association, 
or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  Associational  Missionary  according  to  Bylaw  VII,  Section  one. 

Section  2.  The  Enlistment  Committee  composed  of  three  members,  shall  enlist  and  nominate  the 

Associational  Ministry  Coordinators  to  the  Association  at  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  April  of  each  year.  The  five 
Associational  Ministry  Coordinators  with  the  three  Enlistment  Committee  members  shall  make  up  the  complete 
Enlistment  Committee  who  shall  nominate  the  officers  and  ministry  team  members  of  the  association  at  the 
Biannual  meeting  in  October,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution. 
The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to  study  any  changes 

or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 
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Section  4.  The  Enlistment  Committee  shall  perform  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X, 

Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  and  ministry  teams 
occurring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  committees  and  team  leaders  of  all 
ministry  teams  listed  in  the  constitution. 

Section  5.  The  Associational  Office  Building  &  Property  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall 

supervise  the  maintenance  of  the  office  building  property. 

Section  6.  The  Personnel  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  employed  personnel  of  the 

Association.

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non-ministerial 
personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper  methods  of 
correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said 
Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its 
General  Board.

General  Board  Minutes 
July  27,  1998 

1 .  The  General  Board  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  met  on  Monday  evening, 
July  27,  1998  at  7  pm  at  the  association  office.  Rev.  Don  Davis,  moderator,  gave 
the  call  to  order  and  welcome  with  25  churches  being  represented  and  49 
General  Board  representatives. 

2.  Robert  Brooks  led  the  group  in  singing  the  opening  hymn,  "Tell  Me  the  Story  of 
Jesus",  after  which  Marty  Montague  presented  the  devotional  using  the  topic  of 
"Joy".  She  addressed  the  gifts  of  service  to  others  and  how  acting  on  these  gifts 
from  God  can  and  will  bring  joy  to  lives. 

3.  Tom  Cabaniss  gave  the  report  from  the  New  Church  Starts  Ministry  Team.  He 
detailed  the  activity  of  this  group  over  the  last  months  and  the  search  for  likely 
areas  for  new  church  starts. 

Four  specific  areas  were  discovered  to  be  prime  targets.  The  group 
analyzed  available  information  from  state  and  association  records  and 
data.  After  careful  consideration  and  prayer,  the  Midland  area  was 
chosen. 

4.  Tom  made  the  recommendation  from  this  group  that  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association  begin  a  new  church  work  in  the  Midland  area  in  1999  and 
extend  an  offer  to  Lawrence  Stewart  of  the  North  American  Mission  Board 
to  be  the  founding  pastor.  Motion  carried  unanimously.  It  was  noted  that  this 
work  would  need  a  sponsoring  church. 

5.  In  the  report  on  the  Counseling  Center,  it  was  requested  that  churches  seriously 
consider  creating  a  budget  line  item  in  their  individual  church  budgets  to 
contribute  on  a  consistent  bases  to  the  work  of  this  very  active  ministry.  It  was 
noted  that  Laurel  Link,  Counselor,  reported  that  currently  37  of  the  association's 
churches  have  referred  individuals  to  the  center  for  assistance. 

6.  Randy  Wadford  reported  the  planned  August  13  training  session  for  the  1998 
Prayer  Walk  will  be  held  at  7  pm  at  the  association  office  and  encouraged 
churches  to  plan  participating. 
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7.  Randy  also  reported  on  the  South  Africa  partnership  and  its  continued  growth.  Several 
teams  have  recently  made  trips  and  others  are  being  planned  as  God  continues  to  work 
in  this  area. 

8.  The  Church  Development  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Joyce  Dennis  as  she  called 
attention  to  the  1998  Fall  Training  opportunities  scheduled  in  September  at  Ridgecrest 
and  Caraway;  the  Sunday  School  Leadership  session  October  6  by  Metrolina  Baptist 
Ministries;  and  the  Regional  Bible  Drill  Training  at  Glorieta  Church  on  October  27.  She 
also  requested  churches  to  submit  their  VBS  reports  in  a  timely  manner  to  the 
association  office  as  well  as  the  state  convention 

9.  Coy  Coley  reported  that  the  air  conditioner  in  the  Sharing  House  building  was  out 
of  order  and  several  bids  had  been  received  and  analyzed.  He  mad  the  motion  that 
the  contract  award  for  this  work  be  made  to  ARS  in  the  amount  of  $3550.  Motion 
carried  unanimously  in  approval.  He  further  explained  the  necessity  of  roof  repairs 
to  the  association  building  and  made  motion  that  the  roofing  contract  be  awarded 
to  Honeycutt  Enterprises  in  the  amount  of  $10,800  for  the  complete  roofing  job 
using  the  25  year  shingles.  Motion  carried  unanimously.  It  was  explained  the  money 
for  this  project  would  be  paid  from  the  savings  account. 

10.  Jimmy  Barrett  presented  names  in  nomination  from  the  Enlistment  Ministry  Team.  This 
complete  report  is  attached  to  the  minutes.  To  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Vice 
Moderator,  Randall  Combs  and  also  two  unexpired  terms  on  the  Counseling 
Center  Committee  filled  by  Randy  Clipp  and  Kay  Beamon.  A  unanimous  vote 
approved  those  nominated. 

11.  It  was  announced  that  on  September  3,  an  association  Stev/ardship  Banquet  would  be 
held  at  Memorial  Baptist  Church.  Representatives  were  requested  to  return  to  their 
respective  churches  sharing  the  information  of  ongoing  and  planned  projects  of  the 
association.  Invitations  to  this  event  are  expected  to  be  mailed  during  the  current  week. 

12.  Robert  Brooks  announced  the  August  25  Adult  Choir  Festival  at  Glorieta  Baptist  Church. 
He  encouraged  entire  church  choirs  and/or  individual  choir  members  to  join  in  this  music 
activity. 

13.  Randy  Wadford  reported  that  two  missions  are  underway  here  and  doing  a  tremendous 
work.  One  in  Kannapolis  and  the  other  is  First  International  Baptist  Church.  The 
International  mission  has  outgrown  its  worship  spaces  and  later  a  recommendation  will 
be  made  concerning  the  expansion  of  the  building  to  accommodate  the  need  for  this 
additional  space. 

14.  Susie  Parker  called  attention  to  the  Child  Abduction  Prevention  Program  scheduled 
September  1  at  Central  Baptist  church.  She  encouraged  a  good  attendance  for  the 
presentation  of  the  important  information  aimed  at  ages  5-15  and  their  parents. 

15.  Marty  Montague  introduced  the  guest  speaker  for  the  evening  after  which  Robert  Brooks 
sang,  "The  Mission". 

16.  Rueben  Mamatsinga  of  South  Africa,  brought  a  very  inspiring  and  informative  message 
relative  to  his  childhood,  his  conversion  experience,  his  calling  and  work,  and  the  current 
conditions  in  his  homeland.  He  provided  several  pamphlets  for  those  present  which 
explained  in  printed  form  the  details  of  his  life,  the  history  and  vision  of  his  church, 
Mabopane  Central  Baptist  Church  in  South  Africa,  and  the  NC/South  Africa  Partnership. 

17.  Following  the  speaker,  the  Director  of  Missions,  presented  a  monetary  gift  and  plaque  to 
Marty  Montague  in  special  recognition  and  appreciation  for  her  service  to  the 
association,  the  individual  churches,  and  the  community  during  her  stay.  A  number  of 
visitors  gathered  with  the  representatives  for  a  time  of  fellowship  and  refreshments 
honoring  Marty  following  the  session.

Wike  to  become  the  Council's  fifth  leader.  Wike  comes  to  his  post  from  the  pastorate. 
He  has  served  four  North  Carolina  churches  as  pastor.

Her  voice  steady  and  quiet,  Christy  delivers  her  personal  story  like  a  letter  dropped  into 
an  anonymous  mailbox  at  a  shuttered  house  on  a  nameiess  street.  Her  grandparents' 
murder  had  unleashed  memories  of  her  own  abuse.  Family  members  encouraged  her 
to  leave  her  home  and  repeatedly  told  her  she  was  worthless. 

"I've  had  a  rough  life",  she  says.  "I've  been  through  about  anything  I  can  possibly  go 
through".  Christy  admits  carrying  a  short  fuse  and  outbursts,  physical  abuse  and  a 
dangerous  living  situation  brought  her  to  Mils  Home  in  November  1997. 

She  continues  her  quiet  story  about  coming  to  Mills  Home,  about  doing  well  in  school, 
and  tutoring  two  residents  in  Alumni  Cottage.  She's  glad  she  can  help,  because 
"learning  comes  easy  to  me,  and  I  want  to  help  someone  if  I  can". 

Julie,  her  first  child  care  worker  at  Mills  home,  became  a  real  friend  who  "helped  me 
turn  my  life  around",  Christy  says,  her  face  at  last  beginning  to  brighten.  "She  was  there 
for  me  when  I  needed  somebody.  My  parents  weren't  there.  Nobody  wanted  me.  It 
was  fun  being  around  Julie.  She  showed  me  she  cared  about  me  and  that  I  could  be 
loved". 
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During  the  past  year  BCH  received  $1.6  million  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  and 
$752,000  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Total  church  gifts  of  $3.3  million 
comprised  18  percent  of  the  nearly  $18  million  in  revenue.  Because  of  a  positive 
investment  environment,  BCH  investments  of  endowment  funds  provided  33  percent  of 
revenue. 

Two  major  priorities  of  the  $10.1  million  "Light  Their  Way"  Campaign  were  dedicated: 
the  Winifred  Lindsay  Education/Administrative  Center  at  Odum  Home  in  Pembroke  on 
January  20,  and  the  John  D.  and  Amelia  W.  Johnson  Cottage  at  Mills  Home  on  May  12. 

The  video,  "A  Long  Walk  Home"  is  available  to  promote  the  1 998  Thanksgiving  Offering, 
which  has  a  statewide  goal  of  $800,000,  the  largest  ever. 


The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated 

in  May  1998  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc.  celebrated  75  years  of  service  to 
the  community  and  the  region.  During  these  years  the  hospital  has  been  faithful  to  the 
vision  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  the  hospital  was  birthed:  to 
extend  the  healing  ministry  which  was  demonstrated  by  Jesus  Christ.  Many  challenges 
have  been  faced  through  these  years,  but  the  commitment  to  compassionately  strive  for 
innovative  excellence  has  remained  the  same. 

Baptist  Churches  from  all  across  North  Carolina  joined  us  in  mutual  mission  through  the 
Mother's  Day  Offering.  This  annual  ingathering  of  love  was  approved  by  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  n  1924.  In  1997  the  MDO  amounted  to  $500,747.  It 
was  used  exclusively  to  help  patients  who  had  little  or  no  health  care  insurance  or  no 
other  financial  means  to  pay  their  hospital  bills.  From  the  offering  this  past  year,  well 
over  $200,000  was  used  to  assist  members  of  our  Baptist  Churches  in  North  Carolina. 
May  God  bless  all  those  who  supported  us  with  prayers  and  gave  so  generously. 

During  the  year  the  chaplains  and  staff  of  the  Pastoral  Care  Department  provide 
worship  services  in  Davis  Memorial  Chapel  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday  and 
Sunday  for  patients  and  family  members.  The  Pastoral  Care  Department  staff 
supervised  64  students  during  the  year  and  made  more  than  53,000  ministry  contacts. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Counseling,  CareNet,  Inc.  continues  to  expand  its 
ministries.  There  are  now  13  Christian  counseling  centers  located  in  strategic  areas 
across  the  state.  During  the  year  these  professionally  staffed  centers  will  provide  over 
26,000  hours  of  counseling.

The  mission  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  since  its  inception  in  1920  has 
been  to  assist  the  Convention  and  its  institutions  and  agencies  in  generating 
endowment  to  enhance  their  permanent  financial  support.  The  uniqueness  of  the 
ministries  and  services  provided  by  the  institutions  and  General  Board  staff  merits 
increased  individual  collective  financial  support.  The  Baptist  Foundation  is  committed  to 
assisting  individual  church  members  through  creative  stewardship  methods  to  provide 
permanent  financial  undergirding  of  these  ministries. 

As  of  December  31 ,  1997,  the  Foundation  held  $72,432,412  under  management.  !n 
1997,  $3,473,850  was  distributed  to  Baptist  work  and  $1 ,542,473  was  distributed  to 
individuals  for  a  total  distribution  of  $5,016.3232.

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CONSTITUTION 

Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and 
Rowan  Counties,  state  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an 
Association  in  conformity  to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  1  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measuresTor  increasing  the  knowledge  and 
spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing 
the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  teaching  of  the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1 .  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors  and  messengers  from 

churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  adhere  to  the  "Baptist  Faith  and  Message",  adopted 
in  1963,  and  those  which  cooperate  with  the  Association,  the  NC  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  churches  into  its 

fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they 
desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or; 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or; 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  New  Church  Starts  Team  of  the 
Association,  or; 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in  Southern  Baptist 
faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  written  request  to  the 

Mutual  Care  Ministry  Team  at  least  60  days  before  one  of  the  Biannual  Meetings  of  the  Association.  If 
recommended  unanimously  by  this  ministry  team  and  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall 
agree  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to 
continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care 
Ministry  Team,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association. 
During  this  period,  members  of  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding 
office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from  Southern  Baptist  faith 

and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the  Association.  If  any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual 
letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Biannual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational 
and  denominational  missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  Mutual  Care  Ministry  Team  shall  determine  the  intentions 
of  the  church  and  make  an  appropriate  recommendation  to  the  association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in 

April  and  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated 

churches. 
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Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  additional  messenger  shall 

be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than 
10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the 
annual  shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 
It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  the  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs, 
and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of  an  adv  isory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk, 

Treasurer,  and  Vice  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  offices  shall  be  elected  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October,  for  a  term  of  one  year.  The 

nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Enlistment 
Committee  shall  not  preclude  Nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association,  with 
the  exception  of  the  clerk,  shall  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Section  1  of  the  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practical  after  the  closing  of  the  session.  The  newly 

elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of 
the  ensuing  Association  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by 
the  Constitution,  the  Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  serving  two 

successive  terms  of  office. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  COUNCILS  AND  PROGRAMS 
Section  1 .  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions  and  stewardship  emphasis 

through  the  following  councils:  The  Spiritual  Development  Council,  the  Evangelism  Networks  Council,  the 
Educational  Linkups  Council,  the  Care  Giving  Ministries  Council,  and  the  Mission  Partnership  Council,  and  any 
other  such  councils  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  council  shall  have  a  coordinator:  Spiritual  Development  Coordinator,  Evangelism  Network  Coordinator, 
Educational  Linkups  Coordinator,  Care-Giving  Ministries  Coordinator,  and  Mission  Partnership  Coordinator, 

and  any  other  directors  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board. 

c.  The  Enlistment  Committee  of  the  Association  shall  nominate  the  coordinators  of  each  council  for  election  at  the 
Biannual  meeting  in  April.  Other  team  leaders  shall  be  enlisted  no  later  than  September  1. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  terms  of  three  years 
each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Committee  and  may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall 
be  elected  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October.  The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by 
his  name  in  the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  GENERAL  BOARD 
The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Association  officers,  council  coordinators,  ministry  team 
leaders,  (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members  chosen  by  each 
church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual  report  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees 
to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as 
limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  *shall  be  the  duty  of  its  Board  to  meet  in  January,  and  July  and  make  reports  *and 
recommendations  to  the  association  at  its  Biannual  meetings.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the 
Moderator. 
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ARTICLE  X  -  ASSOCIATION  A I.  MINISTRY  COUNCIL 
The  Association  Ministry  Council  shall  be  composed  of  five  associational  ministry  coordinators  and  six 
members  elected  by  the  association.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member.  Time  and  frequency  of 
meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The 
Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the  General  Board  or  the  Association.  It  shall 
appoint  the  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  COMMITTEES  and  MINISTRY  TEAMS 

Section  1 .  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  committees,  with 

their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October  through  the  following  Biannual  meeting 
in  October.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one- 
third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  Except  those  committee  members  serving  a  term  of  one  year  or  less,  no 
committee  members  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year  following  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  service.  The  Enlistment  Committee  shall  name  the  chairman  of  all  committees  and  Team  leaders  of 
all  Ministry  Teams  listed  in  the  constitution  except  for  short  term  special  committees.  Names  of  all  committee 
members  and  all  Ministry  Teams  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  together  with  their  term  of  office.  All  committees  and 
Ministry  Teams  serve  equally  with  none  subordinate  or  superior.  Each  committee  and  Ministry  Team  may  report  to 
the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the  Association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested.

Committee  and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the  Biannual  meeting  in  October.

ARTICLE  XII  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 
"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt  without 
securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made 
to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  a  council  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  council  or 
committee  of  the  Association  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XIII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  majoriiy  vote 
of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  the  proposed  *change(s)  be  in  writing  30  days  prior  to  the 
Biannual  meeting,  and  the  vote  be  taken  at  the  Biannual  meeting. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  Committee. 

Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its  deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Constitution  and 

Bylaws.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  and  Ministry 
Councils. 
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Section  2.  The  vice-moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  shall  be 

vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board. 

Section  3.  The  clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month  before  the 

Association's  Biannual  meeting  in  October,  distribute  at  *fhe  Biannual  Meeting[s]  copies  of  the  digest  of  these 
reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  the 
annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and 
also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  General  Board  and  Associaiional  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  work  closely  with  the  Financial  Secretary  in  the  handling  of  all  the  funds 

in  the  name  of  the  association.  The  Treasurer  along  with  the  Financial  Secretary  will  render  accurate  reports 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the  Biannual  meetings,  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
General  Board,  and  keep  the  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5 .  The  Ministry  Team  Coordinators  (Article  VII,  Section  1)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  association  in  the 

work  of  their  ministry  teams  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

Section  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  office  of  the  Association  with  respect  to 

all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES  AND  ASSOCIATIONAL  MINISTRY 
COUNCIL 

Section  1 .  The  Associational  Ministry  Council 

(1)  This  council  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  members. 

This  council  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the  General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall 
any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the  Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall 
decisions  of  major  importance  be  made  without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  council  shall  make  a 
complete  report  of  any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters  referred 
to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters  concerning  business 
management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  administration  of  an 
effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  The  Associational  Ministry  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of  the 
Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its 
General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

(3)  When  without  an  Associational  Missionary,  this  council  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  association, 
or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  Associational  Missionary  according  to  Bylaw  VII,  Section  one. 

Section  2.  The  Enlistment  Committee  composed  of  three  members,  shall  enlist  and  nominate  the 

Associational  Ministry  Coordinators  to  the  Association  at  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  April  of  each  year.  The  five 
Associational  Ministry  Coordinators  with  the  three  Enlistment  Committee  members  shall  make  up  the  complete 
Enlistment  Committee  who  shall  nominate  the  officers  and  ministry  team  members  of  the  association  at  the 
Biannual  meeting  in  October,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution. 
The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to  study  any  changes 

or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 
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BYLAW  VIII  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association  when 
presented  in  writing  30  days  prior  to  said  meeting  *and  approved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers 
present  and  voting.

Community  Baptist  Church  be  accepted  into  the  membership  of  the  Cabarrus 
Baptist  Association  with  all  the  privileges  afforded  to  all  member  churches. 


Educational  Link-UP  Ministry  Team 

The  primary  task  completed  by  the  Education  Link-up  Ministry  Team  was  to  plan 
and  implement  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  Fall  Training  Extravaganza  -

1998-99  Report 


The  Care  Giving  Ministry  Council  and  its  teams  have  been  busy  this  past  associational  year,  with 
each  Ministry  Team  working  faithfully  to  meet  needs  in  their  area  of  ministry.  This  past  year 
was  a  year  of  organization  and  development  of  our  purpose  under  the  new  associational  team 
ministry  structure.

1.  The  Counseling  Center  Ministry  Team  had  a  busy  year  as  the  counseling  center  continued  to 
grow  in  case  load  and  expanded  hours  of  service.  During  the  year  the  recommendation  was 
made  to  discontinue  our  affiliation  with  CareNet  and  Baptist  Hospital  and  begin  a  shared 
ministry  with  Counseling  Center  of  Charlotte,  with  Tom  O'Neal  as  the  Director  of  Counseling 
Center  of  Concord.  Dr.  Laurel  Link  also  resigned  as  Counselor  during  the  year.  At  present  the 
Counseling  Center  is  open  a  full  day  on  Monday  and  one  half  day  on  Thursday.  Please  continue 
to  pray  for  this  vital  ministry  and  feel  free  to  make  referrals  by  calling  786-9205. 

2.  The  Christians  Singles  Ministry  Team  had  another  year  of  growth  and  ministry  reaching  out 
to  the  singles  and  singles  again  of  our  area.  Linda  Stallings  had  to  resign  as  Team  Leader  during 
the  year  because  of  family  responsibilities  and  Rodney  Taylor  took  over  as  leader.  This  ministry 
continues  to  meet  important  needs  of  the  singles  through  a  Friday  Night  Fellowship  and  Bible 
Study,  Seminars  on  Divorce  Care,  and  other  retreat  times  and  mission  projects.

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Church  and  Community  Ministry  Report

As  I  recap  the  last  few  months  of  serving  the  association  in  church  and  community 
ministries,  I  sit  in  awe  of  how  the  Lord  is  so  faithful  and  continues  to  answer  prayer!  I've 
truly  been  blessed  by  working  with  you  and  your  churches. 

The  Sharing  House  ministry  continues  to  be  very  vital  and  fruitful.  The  number  of  clients 
is  on  the  rise  at  both  Kannapolis  and  Concord  and  the  addition  to  the  Concord  site  made 
available  two  offices,  a  waiting  area  and  storage  space.  Thank  you  to  the  many  faithful 
volunteers  and  for  the  donations  of  food  and  clothing.  Without  you  this  ministry  would 
not  be  possible!  Pray  that  lives  will  not  only  be  touched  physically  but  spiritually  and 
people  will  see  the  need  for  turning  to  Christ. 

Through  Global  Children  Outreach,  we  had  4  children  and  1  interpreter  in  our  association 
for  six  weeks  this  summer.  South  Africa,  Belarus  and  the  Sioux  Indian  tribe  of  South 
Dakota  were  all  represented.  A  highlight  was  seeing  Veronika  of  Belarus  accept  Christ 
during  the  association  Vacation  Bible  School  and  then  seeing  her  follow  in  baptism.  The 
Belarussian  interpreter,  Artie  also  committed  his  life  to  Christ  before  leaving  the  U.S.  early 
because  of  his  mother's  illness. 

Summer  missionaries  were  involved  in  ministry  at  the  Baptist  Sharing  House,  First 
International,  Phaniels  and  Parkwood  and  played  a  key  role  with  the  initial  phases  of 
Rocky  River  Community  Church. 

After  being  raised  in  Missouri,  I  realized  upon  moving  to  North  Carolina  that  I  would 
need  to  acquire  a  love  for  racing!  Working  with  Raceway  ministries  has  helped  that 
happen.  Race  fans  were  surprised  to  know  they  could  receive  free  drinks  and  breakfast. 
It  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  tell  them  about  the  free  gift  they  could  receive  from  Christ! 
We  had  a  great  turnout  for  both  the  May  and  October  races  and  thank  all  the  volunteers 
who  helped  serve  in  many  different  capacities. 

A  two-week  mission  trip  to  South  Africa  allowed  me  to  return  to  the  area  where  I  served 
as  a  journeyman.  A  team  of  six  (five  from  our  association)  worked  alongside  Shiloh 
Baptist  helping  them  in  the  start-up  phases  of  their  first  church  building.   Traveling  to 
Berea  Baptist  Church  and  seeing  the  "Door  of  Hope"  made  me  realize  how  much  I  take 
for  granted.  To  think  that  a  mother  would  not  want  a  child  is  heart  breaking,  but  the  good 
news  is  that  they  now  have  a  place  to  take  their  child  to  grow  and  live  as  a  normal  human 
being.  Continue  to  pray  for  Cheryl  Allen  and  this  ministry  at  Berea  Baptist  Church. 

A  personal  highlight  was  being  trained  and  commissioned  through  the  North  American 
Mission  Board  in  October.  I  thank  the  Lord  for  using  me  and  pray  that  He  receives  all  the 
glory  and  honor  for  what  He  does  through  me! 
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hree  rocks  beside  her  trailer  house 
warned  four-year-old  Mamie  not  to 
tell  anyone  of  the  way  her  father 
was  abusing  her. 

If  she  ever  told,  her  father 
said,  those  stones  would  mark  her  grave  and  the 
graves  of  her  two  best  friends. 

"He  had  already  killed  my  dog,"  says 
Mamie,  now  16.  "So  I  believed  him." 

When  authorities  discovered  Mamie's  abuse  at 
the  hands  of  her  father,  she  was  taken  from  him,  and 
he  was  charged,  but  released  on  bond.  He  came  to 
the  house  where  Mamie  was  staying  to  kill  the 
people  in  the  house.. .and  her.  But  he  was  subdued. 
She  heard  him  through  the  wall  threaten  her  death 
while  she  cowered  inside. 

Mamie's  mother,  who  left  the  family  when 
Mamie  was  six  weeks  old,  attended  her  father's  trial, 
but  only  "to  see  if  Mamie  looked  like  me."  Mamie 
never  saw  her. 

George  and  Linda  Hogan,  believing  "every  child 
deserves  a  childhood,"  took  Mamie  in  and  raised  her 
as  their  own.  They  met  her  while  delivering  com- 
munion elements  to  her  grandmother. 

"It's  been  a  struggle,  but  you  do  the  best  you 
can,"  said  Linda,  who  suffers  with  diabetic  ulcers. 
After  her  71-year-old  husband  had  a  second  heart 
attack,  Mamie  became  too  much  for  the  couple  to 
handle. 

She  lives  now  at  Moody  Home,  a  structured 
value  change  home  for  girls  in  Franklin,  one  of  13 
facilities  operated  by  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina. 

Shredding  the  Safety  Net 

Mamie  pressed  the  boundaries  of  love,  and 
George  and  Linda  weren't  physically  able  to  pull  her 
back  to  safety. 

"I  tried  to  push  the  boundaries  a  little  further 
and  a  little  further,  to  see  how  far  I  could  push  before 
they  snapped.  Finally,  they  couldn't  take  it  any- 
more," Mamie  said. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  serves  families  who 
"can't  take  it  anymore,"  who  have  children  or 
grandchildren  whose  behaviors  are  out  of  bounds. 

In  1998-99  BCH  served  1,646  children  and  their 
families  through  13  facilities  statewide.

homes  for  girls  in  Franklin  and  Lenoir;  therapeutic 
camping  in  Cameron;  crisis  cottages  at  the  residential 
campuses  and  in  Wayhesville;  and  model  day  care  in 
Thomasville. 

Beginning  with  Easter  1999  and  continuing 
through  Thanksgiving  2000,  BCH  instituted  a  20- 
month  institutional  emphasis  of  "Quality  Service 
Through  Quality  Relationships."  Michael  C.  Blackwell, 
president  since  1983,  is  "committed  to  keeping  our 
staff  and  our  services  fresh  and  vital  to  meet  ever 
changing  needs." 

The  emphasis  places  top  priority  on  relation- 
ships to  achieve  the  highest  quality  of  service  pos- 
sible. The  QSTQR  operating  theme  will  permeate 
every  action,  program  and  effort  within  the  institu- 
tion and  without. 

The  word  "quality"  has  been  overused  and 
under-realized,  and  it  too  often  cloaks  mediocrity 
with  imagined  value.  There  will  be  no  such  veneer  at 
BCH. 

Building  and  Renovating 

BCH  moved  ahead  its  Odum  Home  campus  in 
Pembroke  to  meet  new  challenges  April  27, 1999  by 
dedicating  two  major  campus  renovations.  Space  for 
10  boys  was  added  to  the  old  "main"  building  which 
was  named  Luther  and  Audrey  Carter  Hall,  in  honor 
of  the  donor  couple  who  left  their  estate  to  BCH. 

The  former  house  used  for  a  director's  residence 
was  renovated  to  serve  five  girls  in  transitional  care 
and  named  for  longtime  trustee  and  supporters  Abe 
and  Jackie  Elmore. 

Total  renovations  increased  capacity  at  Odum 
Home  from  28  residents  to  45.  Additionally,  10  day 
students  from  Pembroke  Middle  School  will  be 
served  at  the  Winifred  Lindsay  Education/ Adminis- 
trative Center.  These  students  have  issues  to  resolve 
that  do  not  require  them  to  be  in  residential  care. 

At  Cameron  Boys  Camp  May  4,  two  important 
staff  lodges  were  dedicated:  the  A.J.  Fletcher  Lodge 
and  the  Hubert  M.  Craig  Lodge.  These  lodges 
provide  staff  housing,  a  rare  commodity  in  wilder- 
ness setting  in  which  Cameron  Boys  Camp  operates.

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The  mission  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  since  its  inception  in  1920  has  been  to  assist  the 
Convention  and  its  institutions  and  agencies  in  increasing  an  awareness  among  North  Carolina  Baptists  of 
Christian  estate  stewardship  principles  as  a  means  of  financially  undergirding  churches,  institutions  and 
mission  endeavors  on  a  permanent  basis.  The  uniqueness  of  the  ministries  and  services  provided  by  the 
institutions  and  General  Board  staff  merits  increased  financial  support.  The  Foundation  accomplishes  these 
objectives  by  offering  assistance  in  estate  planning  counsel.  Will  preparation,  planned  giving,  charitable 
remainder  trusts,  endowment  funds  and  church  fund  management. 

During  1998,  the  Foundation  provided  assistance  to  individuals  in  establishing  28  endowment  funds  and  11 
charitable  remainder  trusts  totaling  $1.4  million  and  received  $3.8  million  in  contributions  to  existing 
endowments  all  of  which  will  ultimately  benefit  countless  Baptist  causes  on  a  permanent  basis.  Programs  were 
provided  for  94  churches  and  associations  during  the  year  to  promote  Make  Your  Will  Month,  Christian  estate 
stewardship,  and  church  fund  management.  Some  $639,000  from  churches  came  under  management  to 
enhance  numerous  church  ministries  including  scholarships,  building  funds,  cemetery  funds,  benevolence 
funds,  general  operating  funds  and  other  various  mission  causes. 

The  Foundation  employs  professional  money  managers  to  invest  these  funds  according  to  an  investment 
policy  adopted  by  its  Board.  Four  investment  pools  are  offered:  a  growth  fund,  a  balanced  fund,  an  income 
fund  and  a  fixed  income  fund  During  the  third  quarter  of  1998,  the  Foundation  enhanced  its  position  even 
more  by  engaging  the  services  of  Salomon  Smith  Barney  to  help  select  top  money  managers  in  the  country. 

As  of  December  31,  1998,  the  Foundation  held  $80,874,628  under  management.  This  is  an  increase  of  more 
than  $8  million  over  1997.  During  1998,  $1,741,923  was  distributed  to  individuals  and  $2,772,599  to  Baptist 
work  for  a  total  distribution  of  $4,514,522.  During  the  79-year  history  of  The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation,  Inc.,  $14,217,160  has  been  distributed  to  individuals  and  $22,305,008  to  Baptist  churches, 
institutions  and  mission  causes  for  a  grand  historical  total  of  $36,522,168.

"N.C.  Baptists  have  been  involved  in  Christian  higher  education  literally  since  the  day  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  (BSC)  was  born,"  wrote  Dr.  Jim  Royston,  Executive  Director- Treasurer,  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  for  The  Biblical  Recorder. 

Dr.  Rbyston's  correct.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  placed  a  high  priority  upon  Christian  higher 
education  through  the  years.  As  a. result,  a  large  number  of  our  pastors,  staff  ministers,  and  lay- 
leaders  have  been  educated  by  one  of  our  Baptist  institutions,  helping  our  churches  develop  as 
places  where  the  Gospel  is  treasured  and  Christ  is  honored. 

Maintaining  close  ties  to  our  churches  and  associations  is  important  to  our  institutions.  This  is  one 
of  the  primary  missions  of  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education.  Founded  in  1944r  the 
Council  seeks  to  foster  good  communications  between  our  churches,  associations,  and  institutions 
of  higher  education 

Divinity  schools  and  centers  for  congregational  growth  serve  as  positive  demonstrations  of  our 
institutions'  desire  to  enhance  the  life  in  our  churches  and  associations.  Current  and  future  leaders 
are  being  trained  through  these  facilities. 

According' to  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education,  Dr.  Wayne  D. 
Wike,  "North  Carolina  Baptists  are  fortunate  to  have  administrators  and  faculty  members  who  are 
committed  to  enriching  the  life  of  our  Convention." 

Gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  assist  in  helping  our  institutions  fulfill  their  missions.  Members 
from  cooperating  churches  are  eligible,  as  a  result,  to  be  considered  for  scholarships  to  attend  one  of 
our  colleges  or  universities.  In  addition,  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  meet  the  admission 
requirements  for  the  divinity  schools  at  Campbell  and  Gardner- Webb  Universities  are  eligible  to 
receive  $8,1 00  grants  toward  their  theological  education.  Students  who  choose  to  attend  another 
divinity  school  are  eligible  to  receive  $3,000  toward  their  educational  expenses.  All  of  these  are 
made  possible  as  a  result  of  gifts  presented  to  the  Cooperative  Program  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

As  Dr.  Royston  wrote,  "Baptist  colleges  are  still  a  priority  of  our  state  Convention.  It  is  my  hope 
and  dream  that  more  and  more  students  from  our  churches  will  attend  our  schools,  and  graduate  as 
leaders  for  our  state  and  nation,  as  well  as  for  our  churches." 

Our  colleges  and  universities  share  Dr.  Royston's  hope  and  dream.  They,  too,  believe  graduates 
from  our  campuses  will  make  a  difference  in  our  state,  nation,  and  Convention.

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The  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  official  news  journal  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  The  earliest 
version  of  the  Recorder  was  founded  in  1833  by  Thomas  Meredith,  who  had  also  been 
influential  in  the  birth  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  1830.  The  Biblical  Recorder 
was  owned  and  operated  as  a  private  enterprise  in  support  of  Baptist  work  in  North 
Carolina  until  1938,  when  the  paper  was  purchased  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
incorporated  as  an  agency  of  the  convention. 

A  number  of  able  editors  have  served  the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  is  widely 
acknowledged  to  be  in  the  top  echelon  of  state  Baptist  papers.  The  current  editor  is  Tony 
W.  Cartledge,  whose  tenure  began  on  January  1, 1999. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  plays  a  strategic  role  in  promoting  God's  kingdom  work  through 
North  Carolina  Baptists.  On  April  22,  1999,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Biblical 
Recorder  adopted  the  following  mission  statement:  "Our  Mission  is  to  further  Christ*s 
kingdom  by  providing  relevant  news,  insightful  opinions  and  supportive  resources  to 
North  Carolina  Baptists  in  a  timely  and  accessible  fashion. 9 

The  Biblical  Recorder  belongs  to  all  North  Carolina  Baptists,  and  appropriately  reflects 
the  geographical,  ecclesio  logical,  and  theological  diversity  that  is  typical  of  the  churches 
making  up  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  editors  and  staff  of  the  Recorder  work 
diligently  to  offer  a  fair  and  balanced  presentation  of  the  news  that  most  affects  the  life 
and  ministry  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Opinions  advanced  through  editorials,  letters, 
and  analytical  essays  help  to  spark  the  thinking  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  want  to 
make  up  their  own  minds  about  important  issues.  Feature  stories  about  notable  or 
innovative  activities  of  churches  and  associations,  regular  reports  on  partnership  missions 
efforts,  and  weekly  commentaries  on  the  most  popular  Sunday  School  lessons  offer  ideas, 
encouragement,  and  inspiration  to  readers  of  the  Recorder. 

To  communicate  more  effectively  and  to  present  the  most  important  news  in  a  more 
timely  fashion,  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  developed  a  popular  presence  on  the  World 
Wide  Web.

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HOSPITAL  CARRIES  THE  TRADITION 

In  May  of  1999,  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  celebrated  76  years  of  service  to  the 
community  and  the  region.  During  these  years  the  Hospital  has  been  faithful  to  the  vision  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention.  When  the  Hospital  was  birthed,  the  Convention  stated  the  reason  for  doing  so  was:  to 
extend  the  healing  ministry  which  was  demonstrated  by  Jesus  Christ.  Many  challenges  have  been  faced  through 
these  years,  but  the  commitment  to  compassionately  strive  for  innovative  excellence  has  remained  the  same. 

BAPTIST  BENEVOLENT  CARE  FUND 

Baptist  churches  from  all  across  North  Carolina  joined  us  in  mutual  mission  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offer- 
ing. This  annual  ingathering  of  love  was  approved  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  in  1924.  In 
1998  the  MDO  amounted  to  $530,874.  It  was  used  exclusively  to  help  patients  who  had  little  or  no  health  care 
insurance  or  no  other  financial  means  to  pay  their  hospital  bills.  From  the  offering  this  past  year,  well  over 
$200,000  was  used  to  assist  members  of  our  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina.  May  God  bless  all  those  who 
supported  us  with  prayers  and  gave  so  generously. 

DIVISION  OF  PASTORAL  CARE 

During  the  year,  the  Department  of  Chaplaincy  and  Pastoral  Education  provided  worship  services  in  Davis 
Chapel  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday  and  Sunday,  as  well  as  services  in  the  J.  Paul  Sticht  Center.  Chaplain 
supervisors,  residents  and  interns  made  more  than  50,000  ministry  contacts  last  year.  Seventy-five  students  gradu- 
ated from  the  Department's  fully  accredited  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  program.  Maurice  Briggs  retired  from  the 
Department  in  February  after  30  years  of  service.  He  was  known  throughout  the  Hospital  for  his  pastoral  presence 
and  the  depth  of  his  sensitivity  and  care. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Counseling/CareNet,  Inc.  continues  to  expand  its  ministries.  There  are  now  13 
Christian  counseling  centers  located  in  strategic  areas  from  Franklin  to  Wilmington.  During  the  year  these  profes- 
sionally staffed  centers  will  provide  over  26,000  hours  of  Christian  counseling. 

The  Center  for  Congregational  Health,  Inc.  continues  to  expand  its  mission  of  helping  congregations  become 
healthier  communities  of  faith.  Programs  and  assistance  offered  to  churches  include:  Consultation,  Intentional 
Interim  Ministry,  and  Leadership  Development.  Resources  for  ministers  include:  Young  Leaders  Program,  Lead- 
ership Development  Group,  Interim  Ministry  Training,  and  Intentional  Interim  Ministry  training. 

FACTS  ABOUT  WAKE  FOREST  UNIVERSITY  BAPTIST  MEDICAL  CENTER 

•  With  more  than  1 1,000  employees,  four  restaurants,  two  banks  and  a  post  office  that  handles  more  mail  than 
some  towns,  the  Medical  Center  has  been  called  a  city-within-a-city.  We  are  the  largest  employer  in  Forsyth 
and  Guilford  counties. 

•  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  has  opened  BestHealth,  a  community  health  information 
center,  at  Hanes  Mall  in  Winston-Salem.

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POINTS  OF  EMPHASIS  AND  PROGRESS 

Gamma  Knife  -  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  will  have  the  only  one  in  the  state  by  this  fall. 
Patients  with  inoperable  or  inaccessible  brain  lesions  benefit  from  the  availability  of  this  noninvasive  procedure 
that  gives  the  same  results  as  surgery  but  with  no  need  to  open  the  skull  or  make  an  incision.  This  procedure  has 
been  found  to  be  three  times  more  effective  in  treating  recurrent  cancerous  brain  tumors  than  other  radiosurgical 
tools.  The  Gamma  Knife  uses  radiation  to  destroy  tumors,  vascular  malformations  and  other  benign  brain  lesions 
with  pinpoint  accuracy  without  destroying  healthy,  normal  tissue. 

Trauma  Center  -  The  Medical  Center  has  the  only  designated  Level  I  trauma  center  for  northwest  North  Carolina. 
In  the  trauma  center  our  goal  is  for  the  patient  who  needs  surgery  to  be  in  an  operating  room  10  minutes  after 
arriving  at  the  Emergency  Department.  Surgeons,  anesthesiologists  and  staff  remain  on  duty  24  hours  a  day  to 
handle  such  emergencies. 

NASCAR  -  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  is  working  with  Motor  Racing  Outreach  (MRO)  to 
serve  the  fitness  and  rehabilitation  needs  of  NASCAR  Winston  Cup  Racing.  A  mobile  fitness  and  rehabilitation 
unit  is  being  provided  for  NASCAR  Winston  Cup  Racing  drivers,  crews  and  families. 

Ranked  Among  the  Nation's  Best  -  The  North  CarolinaiSaptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  is  among  the  nation's  best 
hospitals  in  ten  of  16  specialties,  according  to  rankings  published  in  the  July  1999  issue  of  U.S.  News  &  World 
Report.  These  10  areas  are:  cancer,  cardiology  and  heart  surgery,  geriatrics,  gynecology,  neurology/neurosurgery, 
orthopaedics,  otolaryngology,  rheumatology,  digestive  tract,  and  urology. 

Newest  Treatment  for  Epilepsy  -  Wake  Forest  University  Baptist  Medical  Center  offers  a  new  treatment  for  epi- 
lepsy -  a. "pacemaker  for  the  brain"  that  can  help  control  seizures  in  patients  who  are  not  helped  by  medication  and 
are  ineligible  for  surgery.

Mission  to  assist  association  in  identifying  potential  places  and  locations 
where  new  church  work  is  need  to  reach  people  for  Christ  as  Christian 
disciples.  We  want  to  seek  God's  will  and  leadership  in  determining  where 
he  is  calling  Cabarrus  Baptist  to  plant  new  churches.  Timing  for  the  Midland 
New  Church  Starts  is  different  from  what  we  first  thought.  A  seasoned 
Church  Planter  accepted  the  call  to  this  area  but  Lawrence  Stewart  has  fallen 
victim  to  serious  health  problems.  At  the  present  he  cannot  participate  in  any 
active  ministry.  With  sadness  and  regret  he  withdrew  his  commitment  to  lead 
this  New  Church  Plant  for  our  Association.  At  the  present  time  we  remain 
convinced  God  will  do  something  extraordinary  in  the  Midland  area,  but  we 
believe  God  will  do  this  at  a  different  time.  We  continue  to  pray  God  will  lead 
us  to  the  right  individual  to  help  us  plant  this  church.  We  covet  your  prayers 
as  our  brother  and  sister  Baptist  in  Cabarrus.  I  challenged  you  to  pray  God 
will  raise  up  the  right  leader  at  the  right  time  for  Midland.  We  still  have  funds 
available  to  plant  a  new  congregation.  While  God  has  called  us  to  wait  and 
seek  him  in  this  opportunity,  he  has  opened  another  door  for  us  to  enter.  Our 
ministry  team  would  like  to  recommend  that  Cabarrus  Baptist  plant  a  new 
church  in  the  Rocky  River  and  Robinson  Church  Road  area.  This  location  is 
near  the  Cabarrus/Mecklenburg  County  line,  and  is  the  site  of  tremendous 
growth  in  Cabarrus  County.  We  believe  God  has  led  us  to  plant  a  new  work 
in  this  place  at  this  time,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Jimmy  Britt.  Jimmy 
feels  called  by  God  to  start  a  church,  and  we  believe  Jimmy  is  God's  chosen 
leader  for  this  particular  ministry  endeavor.  Funds  are  available  for  us  to 
begin  this  ministry  immediately.
